Synonymy in the family Mantidae iDictyoptera) by Ahmet Omer Ko^ak 

During the investigations within the worldwide Project on the biodiversity of the Cesa, a replacement name 
was proposed for a pre-occupied genus name, Rehniella Lombardo,i999, in the family Mantidae of 
Colombia, Colombiella Kogak & Kemal, 2008 (Cent. ent. Stud., Misc. Pap. 141: 6). Date of publication of the 
name Colombiella is 5 May 2008. Nearly, after a month, Lombardoa, another replacement name for the 
same pre-occupied name Rehniella Lombardo,i999, was proposed by Ozdikmen. Colombiella Kogak & 
Kemal, 2008 and Lombardoa Ozdikmen, 2008 are nomenclaturally available names and junior objective 
synonyms of the pre-occupied name Rehniella Lombardo,i999. In order to clarify the case, I explain the 
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synonymy below, and give the validation to Colombiella Kogak & Kemal,20o8, as it has the priority according 

to the date of publication.
